The fat in normal milk represents about onee-half pi its energy value, the 
other half being furnished by the casein, albumen* an'd sugar. 


The amount of fat hi milk .can be readily estimated by noticing the 


amount of cream and it can be easily and accurately* determined by the Bab- 
cock test. While it is not so easy to measure the amount of solids not ±at 
the amount present in normal milk is in fairly constant proportion to the 
amount of fat. 


The proportion of fat in the milk of a cow is but little influenced by the 


character of her food, but is largely determined by her breeding. The average 
fat content of mlik from the. common dairy breeds is about as follows:

energv value of such dissimilar foods a corn meal and miHc. However, when 
comparing one normal milk with another the energy value or their fat content
